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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Due to new grounds for rejection of the submitted application, the finality of 
previous action is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Mc 
Cann et al. US # 6,499,559. 

With respect to claims 1-4, 10, 14, 24, 27, 28, Mc Cann et al. disclose a system for 
improving motor vehicle stability, (as in claims 12, 13, 25, 26) incorporating electric 
power steering system, which generates desired torque command and comprising: 

• A vehicle speed sensor; 

• A controller coupled to the vehicle speed sensor, and power electronic motor 
drive; 

• An assist mechanism configured to apply an assist torque to the electric power 
steering system, wherein the assist torque is responsive to an assist torque 
command; 
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• The controller further configured to generate the assist torque command 
comprising a combination of the desired torque command with a compensating 
torque command, (see col. 16, lines 33-56); 

• The compensated torque includes damping component responsive to yaw and 
lateral acceleration, (see col. 1 1 , lines 45-47). Wherein the compensating torque 
is the resultant of application of a compensating torque limit function, that is 
responsive to limiting established by a compensating torque look up table which 
is indexed by vehicle speed to generate limit function, (see col. 19, lines 1-9). 

With respect to claims 5-9 and 15-22, please see col. 12, lines 24-50 and col. 19, 
lines 30-32). 

For selectable threshold for scheduling a combination of the torque command signal 
and the compensated torque command signal, as claimed in claims 1 1 and 23, please 
see col. 13, lines 11-20.
